In the House Dickey, of Fort 
Kent, moved that committees appointed on 
Saturday to recommend a course of action be 
instructed to. report also on the proceedings 
of yesterday at 4 p. m._ to-day. He 
urged all the members to stand 
tirm. as he had confidence 
this body would be recognized asthe legal 
Legislature of Maine by the courts as well as 
by Congress.

PROSPECTIVE STYLES IN SPRING WRAPS. 

Among wraps, for instance, the ulster and 
the surtout for travelling and _ inclement 
weather are too well adapted to showers and 
storms not co remain in favor for early somes 
A moditication of the surtout, which will be 
provided for the coming season, consists ofa 
very short-waisted garment with seams and 
pockets on the hip, small capes on either 
shoulder, long backs buttoned together and a 
double-breasted front closed from top to bot- 
tom with buttons. This will be styled a 
**mili ’? coat, and will come, as will also 
short walking-coats, in light, dark and check- 
ed cheviots. The dolman in its various forms 
isiooked for in suitable fabrics for early 
spring wear. Satin de Lyon, by its excellent 
wearing qualities and attractive appearance, 
has gained a foremost place among goods em- 
ployed in the mannfacture of these garments. 
A new material for this purpose is satin de 
luxe, which is, however, essentially a dress 
fabric. 

Jet trimmings will add brilliancv to silk, 
satin and silicienne wraps, and will not be 
less fashionable than heretofore inthe garni- 
ture of dresses and bonnets. The rainbow or 
iridescent jet bands are the most costly and 
exclusive form of this trimming. Hand- 
made jet capes, Which have been much used 
for evening occasions and housewear for some 
time past, are so convenient, and give so ele- 
ganta finish to arich costume, that it will 
not be surprising if they appear for street 
wear when cloaks and winter wraps are dis- 
pensed with.

For carriage and full dress 
Paris modistes furnish a very exclusive styjJe 
in hats somewhat larger and broader-brimmed 
than those admissible for use with walking- 
dresses.

How Oysters are Propagated. 
{From the Baltimore Gazette. | 


In his lecture at the John Hopkins Universi- 
ty last evening on the structure and develop- 
meut of the oyster,Dr. Brooks gave his audience 
afew wractical points In retation to the propa- 
gation and habits of the bivalves. Many people 
suppose that the ee. like Topsy, **jess 
growed,’’ but Dr. Brooks, whose association 
with Prof. Agassiz, and bts own intimate ac-

uaintance with biol makes bim ah enn 
ity on this t, affirms that the oyster is 
r the fashion of a great many 
eggs of a female oyster, be 
overgrown celts of the ovarian 
s. When the eggs have obtained their 
naturalsize they are disch 
tubes and swept out by a receding current of 
water fromthe gills. From the gills of the 
oyster they are discharged from the shell and 
are deposited in different places, chiefly upon 
smooth, hard substances. The eggs when dis- 
charged are irregularly-sha substances, 
only visible to a well-trained eye. The 
change which the egg undergoes when being 
transformed into the oyster is remarkable for 
its rapidity, sometimes taking two hours and 
sometimes four days. A minute or so after 
the affiliation of the egg and the male cells, 
the former froma round mass becomes elon- 
tedandthen by a second transformation 
yecomes partially divided into three portions. 
The next stage is the actual division of the 
egg into three disconneeted globular portions, 
and these are sub-divided into five portions. 
At the last — these five distinct portions 
affliliate again in the shape of the oyster, three 
portions forming the cell and twothe oyster. 
The shell is first formed in the shape ofa 
ridge, but gradually expands, and at length 
envelops the oyster. At this stage the oyster 
isin anembryo state. It is like the oysters 
we eat, except that it is possessed of a few 
bairs with which itswims close to the sur- 
face of the water for a few hours, until its di- 
gestive muscular 0 fully develop, then it 
seeks a smooth, hard substance, attaches it- 
self to it and remains sedentary for the rest of 
its life. The food of the oyster after it be- 
comes sedentary consists of microscopic ani- 
maland vegetable matter. The sea water 
contains much of this, and it is drawn in the 
gills ofthe oyster by a peculiar power of suc- 
tion. The mouth always remains open, and 
the food entering is naturally sucked into the 
gills and proceeds down the xwsaphagus into

The Decision in the Case of a Manly 
Pastor.

The Rev. Mr. Lane, of Kensico, is a re- 
markably shrewd man. Having been accused 
of kissing various ladies of his congregation, 
he frankly confesses the fact, but as a justi- 
fication and defense he alleges that he has 
done all his kissing with a proper motive and 
with only fraternal feeling. Mr. Lane is very 
smart. On the fact, if he took issue.he would 
undoubtedly be beaten,if not out of his boots, 
asthe vulgar phrase is, out of the pulpit. 
But by simply turning the whole matter ou to 
the question of motive, he gets it ona point 
in reference to which he alone can testify of 
his own knowledge; and how do they expect 
to disprove what he says?

Fair Provision for Everybody, 

He Thinks, Except for Clergymen. 

(From the New York Herald, 18th.) mt 

‘The people who went to hear Mr. Beecher 
Tacha | * ‘‘Amusements’’ crowded the 
Gooper Union last evening. The venerable 
Peter Cooper came upon the platform juat be- 
fore 8 o’clock and was loudly cheered by the 
sudience. Mr. Beecher was introduced by 
Abram 8. Hewitt. 

*¢The subject of public amusements, ’’ said 
Mr. Beecher, *‘has not been a theme which 
you are accustom@l to hear discussed bya 
clergyman or by teachers of moral ideas, but 
the necessities of the age are such that, for 
morality,for humanity,for the interests which 
are sought bytrue religion it has become 
necessary tbat wise and thinking men should 
consider that subject. ’’ 

After urging that happiness was the natu- 
ral condition of humanity, he continued: ‘*It 
is said that our Master was a sufferer. Where 
is the proof of it? All thelong life of our 
Master, I think, flowed on as happily as that 
of any man that ever lived on egrth. When 
they tell me that sacred Scripture says that 
men must live as if they were. dying, I tell 
them that the underlying law is one of happi- 
ness, and it is on this law that I base my ad- 
vocacy of amusements. Men must have 
amusements, they must be happy, and they 
canina great measure make their occupa- 
tions yield a pleasure. Men can learn 
to love anything. If there ever was a 
thing that the Lord made and said ‘No 
one will ever jiike this,’ it was tobacco, 
and when men can learn to love tobacco they 
can learn to love anything. All amusements 
ought to counteract occupation. A man who 
bas a muscular occupation, his amusements 


1 ought to be brain amusements; but men who 


work with their brains, they should have the 
opposite. A lawyer who has come froma 
crowded, ill-ventilated court-room don’t 
want to be told to go home and play chess, or 
a letter-carrier to go out and havea walk. 
Then there are classes for which there are 
no provisions fortheir amusement. For in- 
stance, there are no provisions for a clergy- 
man to amuse himself in the city. I 
can’t go anywhere; if I did, the report- 
ers would be afterme. If I should go to see 
‘Pinafore’ there is bo man,woman or child on 
the continent that would not know it in 
twenty-four hours. I cannot goand havea 
hearty laugh at ‘The Pirates of Penzance.’ I 
cannot gotoa theater,and my brethren are 
to a very large extent prevented by their own 
consciences and partly by the consciences of 
the newspapers, Which, after all, are the con- 
sciences of the community. Now, God never 
made amiunister. He made a man. [ AD» 
plause. | I cannot play billiards,but I will; 
por roll ten-pins, but I do; nor ride fast, but 
I willand I do. There is amusement in 
walking when one has something 
to walk for. Horseback riding 
is an amusement, but not when 
the horse is an anvil and the rider a hammer. 
I am glad to see that itis said there are horses 
in heaven, and I am sorry dogs are notspoken 
of respectfully in the Bible. If dogs and 
horses don’t havea hereafterI don’t know 
what will become of their owners. Gunnin 
is a healthfulamusement and if mothers drea 
iton account of the danger of the gun the 
best way to make a gun harmless is to teach 

our boys how to useit. If I had a thousand 

oys 1’d make every one of them a gunner be- 
fore be was ten years old. Rowing, yachting, 
billiards are good amusements for men who 
work with their brains. I think that 
billiards is one of the most refined and 
gentiemanly games that exist. [ am not 
ashamed to confess that I have a billiard- 
table in my home in Brooklyn and another at 
my house in Peekskill,and if I had twenty 
homes I wouid havea billiard-table in every 
one of them. A builliard-table with a chaplain 
attached to it is not a bad institution. No 
amusements are dangerous that are enjoyed 
with father and mother at home. It is the 
clandestine amusements that are the damaging 
ones. I found my boys at the age of fifteen 
going to the Mansion House to play 
billiards; I asked them net toand gave them 
a billiard-table athome. Now they have no 
desire to go to billiard-saloons. There is only 
one class in society that ought to have no 
amusements, and thatis those who do noth- 
ing. They oughtto have for amusements 
penitentiaries. Toils and occupations should 
be put uponthe butterflies of society. The 
classes who seek amusements most are those 
who need them least; for amusements every- 
where are the alternative of work. Thesu- 
preme law of all amusements is that they shall 
send a man back to his work re- 
freshed and better than he was. The 
amusement which at its close leaves a man 
with thetide out isnot theright kind of 
amusement. While in Germany I noticed the 
beer gardens. They have the very best music 
that can be had. I noticed u man and woman, 
with their four or five children and aunt or 
maiden sister, come inandsit down, mean- 
while refreshing themselves with lager beer, 
which migbt perhaps as well have been left 
out. But when I see Americans going off alone 
and indifferent directions for their amuse- 
ment | would rather -have the German habit

ometer. For Tennessee and Ohio Valleys, 
southwest to northwest winds, lower tempera- 
ture and rising barometer, with thi eatening 
weather and rain, followed by clearing weath- 


er. Cautionary signals continue at Milwau- 
kee, Grand Haven and Ludington. 
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The Warmest J@nuary on Record, 
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With No Prebability of an Immediate 
Change. 


There was a considerable fall in the temper- 
ature this morning andit lookedas though 
there was to bean endto the remarkably 
warm weather which Has lasted since the 2nd 
of January. Yesterday morning the ther- 
mometer stood at 55 degrees; this morning it 
had fallen to 45, a change of 10 degress. With 
the wind blowing strongly from the northeast, 
there was every indication of a heavy freeze. 
On visiting the United States Weather Service 
office, however, it was learned that no such 


thing as a cold wave is anywhere near the 
city, and that there were no indications of a 
violent change. The lowest temperature anv- 
where in the Northwest this mornivg is at 
Yankton, where the thermometer, stood at 
92 degrees, with no wind. The Signal 
Service ofticer was unable to. discover 
any violent atmoepberic action at any point 
in the United States. The present warm spell 
will certainly endsoon. Nothing like it is 
remembered by those who huve observed the 
weather here for many years. In 
making his weather report to 
the Academy of Science last night, Dr. George 
Engeimann used the following language about 
the present month: Last October was the 
warmest in St. Louis in forty-five years. No- 
vember was warmer than the average, but 
December a little colder than the mean tem- 

erature for the month, and now we havea 
January again which exceeds, thus far, in 
mild temperature any we have had in this 
long period. The mean temperature for Jan- 
uary in St. Louis is a little less than 82°, but 
thus far in the first nineteen days of the month 
we have had a mean temperature of nearly 48° 
and eleven suecessive days (from the 
2d to 12th) without any frost. The warmest 
Januarys before had only five and seven suc- 
frost. The warmest 
Januarys I have ever observed here were those 
of 1845 and 1848, both with 40.5°. The next 
twelve days of this month may depress the 
mean temperature yet, but itis not likely that 
it will not be a good deal higher yet than the 
highest mean ever observed by me. 

The thermometer rose to about 50 degrees 
on the 2d of Jauuary, and has often gone up 
to 60 between that time and the present. ‘The 
warmest day in the month was last Sunday, 
when the highest point reached by the ther- 
mometer was 72 degrees. This was 15 de- 
grees higher than the mean temperature 
of any autumn. since 1871. only 2 
degrees lower than the mean temperature of 
the coolest summer—1875—since 1871, and 
only 5 degrees lower than the mean tempera- 
ture of the Warmest summer—1874—since 1871. 
It was the warmest January day on record in 
the U.S. Signal Service Department. The 
mean temperature, therefore, of the winter, 
promises to be very high, and 
the weather the mildest known 
for manyvears. The effect will be felt in 
many directions, in some cases advantageous- 
ly and in others the reverse. The pork-pack- 
crs are among the greatest sufferers. For 
nearly one month they have been able to do 
but little, and that, too, at aseason of the 
vear When they should be busiest. It is 
feared that much damage 
be done to winter wheat, which has been 
caused to grow so much thatitis liable to be 
greatly injured by future frosts. About the 
only thing that can save the wheatis a heavy 


snow. Fruit will also be injured, 
and the ice crop’ will, of course, 
be short. In fact, no ice has been 


taken from the river at this pointthis winter. 
But while there is much damage caused bythe 
warm weather. there are also many benetits 
Which come fromit. The saving of fuel to 
the poor is an important consideration. And 
commercially anopen river during the win- 
teris worth many hundreds of thousands of 
dollars tothe city of St. Louis.

Tuer cable announces this morning the 
death of the eminent French statesman, 
Jules Claude Gabriel Favre. He was a na- 
tive of Lyons and the most eminent lawyer 
in France. Although a Liberal in politics, 
he was prominent in the revolution of 1848 
and was a bitter opponent of Louis Na- 
poleon throughout. He was the defender 
of Orsini, the assassin who attempted the 
life of the Emperor by the use of a bomb in 
1858. Favre was a member of the Corps 
Legislatif under- the Empire. After the 
downfall of the pasteboard concern at Se- 
dan he acted as Minister of Foreign Affairs 
and contributed to bring about the peace 
settlement with Bismarck. He served as 
Minister of the Interior under the Repub- 
lic, but withdrew in 1871 to devote himself 
to law and literature. He was seventy 
years of age. 


As the only open and pronounced Sey- 
mour organ in the land the Washington 
Post feels it its duty to keep the ‘‘boom’’ 
moving.

MR. DICKENS’ ‘‘Dotheboy’s Hall’’ has been 
fairly outdone in New York by the Rey. Mr. 
Cowley’s ‘‘Shepherd’s Fold,’’ an institution 
of a religious and charitable character, found- 
ed by the Rev. Stephen H. Tyng, in 1868. 
Complaints were so frequently made about the 
abuse and bad treatment of the destitute and 
homeless children consigned to the care of the 
jostitution that the Socfety for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children made a raid the other 
day and brought twenty-four of the wretched 
inmates before the Court. When the impos- |

ing and handsome establishment was invaded | 
the children were found huddled together in 
the front basement.. There werefour chairs 
in the room—two of them crippled—one kitch- 
en table, andsome boxes ranged -about the 
wall for seats. In the back basement were 
‘two chairs and a small kitchen table, on which | 
a girl, one ofghe inmates—only sixteen years 
old, but bowed and bent by hard tvil until 
she looks like an old woman—was ironing. On 
the kitchen range there stood a small pot, 
simmering. Superintendent Jenkins ex~- 
plored it, and found, he says, about 
a dozen beans, which the girl said was ‘‘the 
children’s dinner.’’ He tried to find the 
meat that Mrs. Cowley testified was some- 
times boiled with the beans, but there was 
none. He asked them where was the rest of 
the dinner, and they looked astonished at the 
bold suggestion that there might be more of 
it. He bunted about for more provisions, but 
found nothing except two small loaves of 
coarse oatmeal bread. In the pantries there 
was a little broken crockery, but nothing that 
could be eaten. The cellar,the children said, 
was their playground, One boy was found 
sitting alone, with his head 1a his haads, cry- 
ing bitterly, and when asked what was the mat- 
ter he cried and said his head ‘‘hurt him so.’’ 
In the light the cause was apparent. The lit- 
| tle fellow had a very bad contagious 
disease. In one room, about twenty 
feet square, in the third story, 
used as a dormitory for the _ girls, 
there were thirteen beds. Onsome of these 
beds there were two sheets and one thin 
blanket, but others lacked one sheet of that 
rich provision for wintry weather. None had 
any more covering than that. When the 
children found they were being taken away 
they were overjoyed. ‘“‘Ob,’’ they cried, 
“Let’s gorightaway. Take us out quick, 
| Mister.’’ As they appeared in court the 
clothing of some of them was very dirty, sev- 
eral were very much emaciated, a number had 
sore heads and such scrofulous ulcers as come 
from neglect and bad food. Some had their 
heads painted with iodine and daubed with 
mercurial salve. About five years in the 
Penitentiary would be the proper thing for 
the inhuman monsters who conducted this 
Christian institution. Ifa jury of mothers 
could sit in the case of these murderers of in- 
nocent children they would probably suggest a 
little hemp as the reward for their iniquities.

It 
is a bad practice to leave loaded shot-guns 
setting about houses, but there isno human 
foresight which can protect life from the as- 
saults of fools who go about with caps in their 
vockets to snap on strange guns at people in 
moments of extreme joviality. The place for 
fools of this character is the penitentiary or 
the asylum for incurabie idiots.

The decision of the Attorney-General of the 
State that the Police Reserves were not a law.

ingly seen by a reporter relative to the decision 
of the Atforncy-General.

mation of the battalion was in accordance 
with the laws of the State.

lature required that the Police Reserves 
should give bond for twice the value of aris 
and mil tary equipments furnished the city’s 
militia.

What the St. Louis Bankers Think of 
this Refunding Project. 


- — 


A Divergency of Opinion, but the Prevailing 
Expression is Unfavorable. 


The subject has already been broached be- 
fore the Congressional Committees as to the 
possibility of refunding the U.S.bonds in 3 1-2 
per cent interest-bearing bonds. A great di- 
vergence of opinion seemed to prevail among 
the financiers of Congress, some contending 
that it was possible and others that it was not, 
and that at any rate they could not be sold at 
par. To ascertain the views of prac- 
tical financiers POST-DISPATCH reporters this 
morning interviewed several prominent bank- 
ers on the question, and the answers elicited 
developed as much variety of opinion as was 
manifested in Cengress.

President of the Commercial Bank, thdtght 
the contemplated refunding plan of substitut- 
ing 31-2 per cent forthe present rate of in- 
terest on Government bonds was favorable 
and could be successfully accomplished. He 
thought from the present standing of the 4 per 
cents that the new series could be sold for par 
value. All the issue of 4 per cent bonds were 


disposed of by the Government, and at pres- 
ent were above par, and the new series would 
doubtless be sold at par. 
MR. E. C. BRICK, 
eashier of the Commercial, didn’t think much 
vf the refunding scheme, ashe considered 
4 per cent low enough interest for 
Government securities. He thought the pro- 
posed bonds bearing a lower rate of interest 
might be sold if a syndicate took them,as had 
peen the case with other series, but he did 
not think that they would fird a ready sale 
under other circumstances. The syndicate 
would handle them to make money and would 
force the 4 per cents above par before placing 
the new series on the market. 
MR. W. H. THOMSON, 
cashier of the Boatmen’s Bank, thought that 
the move by Congress to place the 3 1-2 per 
cents on the market was made 
a year or two too late. Now other 
uses have been found for the idle capital that 
a year or two ago was anxious for such a safe 
investment. The present year would witness 
the construction of more miles of railroad 
than was the case in 1874, and, withthe gen- 
eral revival of business in other departments, 
the money-séeking investment had all been 
vaced. This would prevent the new bonds 
earing 31-2 per cent from. being in great 
demznd, as would have been the case when 
the 4 per cents were issued. He thought 
that if the intereston the 4 per cents had 
been placed at 3 1-2 instead of 4,the securities 
would bave found as ready asale as did the 
four per cent bonds. He thought thev might 
be sold, but did not deem the scheme one 
that would tind eager purchasers, 
JOS. O’NEIL, 
President of the Citizens’ Savings Bank, 
doubted the practicability of the refunding 
move. He thought that in time of business 
prosperity, such as the future gave prospects 
of proving, four per cent was as low arate of 
interest as money could reasonably be expect- 
edtoinvestin. He disliked the idea of the 
Government holding out inducements for the 
investment of capital that was withdrawn 
from other channels and thereby relieved from 
paying taxes. He did not consider the move 
a good one. 
WM. C. LANGE, 

President of the International Bank,had given 
the question but litUe thought, and as there 
were so many bills pending in Congress tink- 
ering With the finances of the country, it 
would bea diflicult matter to decide which 
one would be most effective in bettering our 
condition. He was opposed to the proposi- 
tion of refunding ata lower rate of interest 
than four per cent, as he believed that to be 
the lowest rate that could be offered as an 
inducementto investin bonds. The four 
per cent bonds mature in twenty-eight years, 
and the price now paid. for them, includiug 
the premium, realizes to the purchaser only 
three and three-quarters percent interest,and 
should the new scheme go into effect the price 
of three and a half percent bonds would 
have to be sold at ninety-five per cent m order 
to meet the requirements ef persons so invest- 
ing. ‘The conclusion of Mr. Lange was that 
any further reduction in the interest upon 
bonds would have the result of causing capital 
to drift into a channel where greater protits 
would accrue, much tothe damage of the 
bonding system of the United States. He fa- 
vored the reduction of taxes and the payment 
Of bonds ac Maturity as asolutionof the 
Vexing problem. 

MR. WILLIAM E. BURR, 
of the St. Louis National, takes a _ practical 
view of the question and advises ‘‘let well 
enough alone.’’ ‘The bondsto be refunded 
are not due until the middle ofnext year,and 
already there are funds enough inthe treas- 
ury belonging to the sinking fund to take up 
the matured amount. The United States 
Government 1s upon asound financial basis, 
possessing the confidence of every nation in 
the world, and should not destrov that conti- 
dence by placing a ewer value upon its secu- 
rities. 

MR. DWIGHT DURKEE, 

the venerable president of the Exchange Bank, 
took but little interest in Mr. Woods’ refund- 
ing proposition, and was well satisfied with 
the present manner in which the finances of 
the country were being conducted. 

MR. JAMES E. YEATMAN, 
of the Merchants’ National Bank, had 
no confidence 1n the scheme, and thought it 
would fail of fruitful results. The proposition 
he believed togbe buncombe on the part of 
Congressmen, (th would endinsmoke. The 
rate at which bonds should in future be re- 
funded, he thought, ought to be lower than 
four per cent. 

MR. JOHN C. 11. D. BLOCK, 
of the Fourth National Bank, does not believe 
that the Government can with success place 
upon the market bonds bearing as low a rate 
of interest us 3 1-2 per cent, and is,therefore. 
opposed to the proposition of Mr. Wood. If 
the bonds were permanent the rate might be 
so fixed; but securities bearing this in- 
terest would necessarily have to be sold 
below par for the purchaser to realize a profit 
upon his investment, and the Government 
could net afford to depreciate its paper simply 
forthe sake of accommodating its creditors. 
The present rate ofrefunding suited Mr. Block. 
and as faras he was concerned he did not 
want the law changed.

She was arraigned this morn- 
ing before Judge Dennison charged with dis- 
turbing the peace.

The Rallroads Must Pay Taxes. 

The Court of Appeals this morning re- 
versed the decision of the Circuit Court of St. 
Charles county, in the case of the State of 
Missouri against the St. Louis, Kansas City 
and Northern and the North Missouri Railway 
Companics, to’ collect taxes on the road-bed 


of the companies in St. Charles county for the 


consecutive years from 1862 to 1871. The to- 
tal amount involved is $22,497 74. The lower 
court found for the defendants, and the 
Court of Appeals held that the undisputed 
evidence in the case entitles the plaintiff tore- 
cover; that the sums levied by the County 
Court of St. Charles are liens upon the prop- 
ertv. The court aecordingly reversed the de- 
cision of the jower court, and the case was re- 
manded, with directions to enter a decree 
that will subject the property in question to 
the payment of the taxes. 


Probate Court. 
The will of Henry Volmer was admitted to 
prohate this morning, and bequiathes the 
property to Catherine Volmer. John Wyhof 


was appointed executor. Letters testamen- 
tary on the estate of Wm.]Hailiday were issu- 
ed this morning. M.S. Gray was appointed 
administrator. The estate is valued at 
$6,000. 


THE EADS SHIP RAILWAY. 


Congress Asked to Consider the 
Subject. 
ee Ses 
Capt. Eads Fully Assured that His Plans 
will be Adopted. 


The plan of Capt. James B. Eads to build 
a ship railroad across the isthmus between 
North and South America has taken practical 
shape in a bill whieh was yesterday introduced 
into Congress by Mr. Wells of this city. The 
ideas of Capt. Eads on the subject were fully 
set forth by him early iast summer. He soon 
afterwards took atrip to Europe and there 
consulted some of the most eminent English 
and French engineers, from many of whom 
he received the warmest encouragement. The 
letter of endorsement written tothe London 
Times by Hon. E. J. Reed, a member of the 


British Parliament, and the most celebratea 
naval architect of the present day, has al- 
ready been published inthiscountry. Among 
other things Mr. Reed said: 

‘*T have for some time past had under 
consideration a similar scheme of my own for 
conveying ships across the north of the great 

eninsula of Florida, and although I have not 
had leisure to develop it sufficiently to justify 
me in putting itin detail before the public, 
I bave gone a long way towards reer bey. my- 
self that it is a feasible plan, and highly econ- 
omical in comparison with a ship canal. 

“Mr. Eads, who has now announced and 
advocated the plan in America, is an engineer 
of the greatest ability, distinguished alike by 
the greatness of his engineering conceptions 
and by the theoretical and practical knowledge 
which he brings to bear upontheir develop- 
ment. I first made his acquaintance in con- 
nection with war vessels and machinery con- 
structed during the American war, and found 
him most able in grasping the essentials of 
the war-ship problem and intheapplication of 
steam to the objects in view. UHehas since 
given abundant evidence of engineering skill 
in other spheres and on larger scales.g’ ’ 

The plan of ship railway proposed by Capt. 
Eads has been emphatically endorsed by such 
eminent American engineers as Thomas C. 
Clarke, Col. C. Shaler Smith, Col. Henry 
Flad, O. Chanute, W. W. Williams, Gen. G. 
T. Beauregard and others. 

The bill introduced into Congress yesterday 
provides that Capt. Eads and those who may 
be associated with him are created a body 
corporate, under the name of the Inter-Ovean 
Transit Company. It is stipulated that the 
works shall be begun within two vears and 
completed wichin seven years. The Presideatis 
directed to detaitwo ships of war and acorps 
of engineers to a®8ist Capt. Eads in making 
such surveys as be may deem necessary and 
the sum of $200,000 is appropriated to defray 
the expenses of this preliminary work. 

A reporter called on Capt. Eads to- 
day to get some further particulars 
about this gigantic scheme. 


The Captain said he had 


every rea®@on to believe that the bill would 


pass, and that the sbip railway would be 
built. 

**] have had every assurance,’’ said he, 
**that Congress will look favorably upon my 
plan. Various Congressmen have told me that 
they had every confidence in my ability, 
and that they would, therefore, 
vote for the bill and do all 
in their power to assist its passage,’’ 

‘*Will you ask any Government aid, Cap- 
tain?’ 

*‘*None, except from the preliminary sur- 
veys. The Government, of course, is inter- 
ested enough to bear this expense. The In- 
ter-Ocean ‘Transit Company will be a private 
corporation, and the necessary means to 
carry on the work will be furnished by the 
stockholders. ’’ 

**What do you expect the cost of the rail- 
way to be?’ 

‘*T cahnot say exactly. but I can assure you 
that it will but be one-third 
as much as that of 
acanalandthat it will not takemore than 
one-third as long to build it.” 

Capt. Eads proposes to make the building 
of this ship railway the great work of his 
hfe, and as soon as possible he will devote all 
bis time to its successful completion.

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HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY. 


Meeting of the Annual Convention 
This Morning. 


Address of President Norman J. Colman 
—Qther Proceedings. 


The Missouri State Horticultural {Society 
met at the Polytechnic Institute, on Chest- 
nut street this gorning. A _ considera- 
ble number of delegates from ___ the 
various portions of the State were present as 
well as several visitors from Illinois. Among 
the latter were Mr. Parker Earle, the Presi- 
| dent of the Illinois Horticultural Society. The 
attendance is expected to be much larger to- 
morrow, as many delegates will not get in till 
to-night or to-morrow morning. 

The convention was called to order by the 
president of the society, Col. Norman J. Col- 
man, who immediately proceeded to deliver 
an address from which the following extracts 
are taken: 

It is fitting ana proper, at the opening of 
this 22d annual meeting of the Missouri State 
Horticultural Society, that I should return my 
sincere thanks tothe members for the high 
honor conferred on me by electing me to pre- 
side overit. A similar honor was conferred 
upon me 22 years ago, when this society was 
organized. Of those who were present at 
that meeting, I seein attendance here to-day 
but two members, Prof. G. C. Swallow and 
Prof. Geo. Husmann, both gentlemen now 
connected with our State Agricuftural College, 
and both as earnestand zealous in impart- 
ing horticultural information as_ they 
were nearly a quarter of acentury ago. The 
history of this society is an interesting one. 
At the time of its organization the golden era 
of horticulture was dawning in this State. 
The society flourished and horticulture flour- 
ished. | Enthusiastic hortieulturists, not 
only from all parts of this State, but from 
our neighboring State of Illinois,became mem- 
bers. The meetings were awaited with inter- 
est, and the attendance was large. The dis- 
cussions were interesting and instructive, and 
the publieations of the proceedings were 
eagerly sought bv horticulturists from all 

arts of the Union. The.tables were 

oaded with the finest specimens 
of fruits and wines, and their merits 
were extolled. over the broad land. The cause 
of horticulture flourished like a green bay 
tree. Atthis period in the history of our 
society no State horticultural associ&tion in 
the nation stood higher. Such high repute 
did our society and the horticulturists of our 
State? enjov that a meeting of the American 
Pomological Society was held here, and it 
proved to be one of the largest and most at- 
tractive ever held by that society. Tables 
encircling the immense hall and cross tables 
were inadequate to hold the samples of fruit 
and native wines that were exhibited, 
Fruit growers from the East were un- 
able to recognize varieties with which they 
had been familiar athome from their boy- 
hood, on account.of their superior size and 
richness of coloring. But the climax that had 
been reached was not long to be held. A lull 
came. The profits in the production of fruit 
decreased. Railroads opentwg their way into 
the South brought competitors from that sec- 
tion, who got the best prices in the market on 
account of supplying fruits earlier than we 
could. Too many even here had rushed into 
the business,without adequate skill or capital, 
expecting to make speedy fertunes. Disease 
attacked many of our varieties of grapes, 
which threw a chill over the industry of wine 
production. And thus one cause after another 
produced a lethargy that has been unfortunate 
for our society. 

It is pleasant to know that there has never 
been a lapse in the meetings of our society— 
that there have always been‘a faithful few who 
have been in attendance and kept the spark of 
life within it. And nowthat we are in the 
dawn of an era of better times: now that the 
skies are growing brighter for all of us; now 
that we have once more got our feeton solid 
ground—let us go to work to eclipse even the 
former glory of this society. That our State 
is without a peer inthe production of all kinds 
of fruit adapted to the temperate zones, 1s al- 
most universally admitted. 

Missourians need not be afraid to exhibit 
their fruit in competition or comparison with 
that from any other State. Wehave seen it 
exhibited on several occasions with fruit 
from other States, and it has never failed to 
receive the highest honors. At the late meet- 
ing of the American Pomological Society, at 
Rochester, the Mussouri Horticulturai So- 
ciety Was awarded several Wilder medals for 


the best display of fruits. One of these me- 
@als was awarded toitfor the largest and 
best display of fruits made by any society. 
Another medal was awarded to it for the best 
dispbluy of grapes made by any society, and 
another for the best display of pears made by 
any society. 

The speaker closed with a recommendation 
that a Mississippi Valley Pomological Society 
be established and with some practical sug- 
gestions as to the practical work of the State 
Horticultural Society. 

Aiter the president’s address the conven- 
tion adjourned till the afternoon. 

There were many samples of apples and wines 
on exhibition this morning, and more will be - 
added during the day. The hall was also 
beautifully decorated with flowers, plants and 
shrubs from the city nurseries and hot-houses.

WAITING FOR WEALTH. 


The Numerous Kepresentatives of the 
Springer Family in Session To-Day. 
A most remarkable gathering took place this 

morning at Jones’ Hall, comprising some 250 
enthusiastic men of all ages, from many sec- 
tions of the country, and a few ladies. This 
assemblage was composed of what are known 
as the Springer heirs, who believe they are 
entitled to millions of property, and the meet- 
ing was for the purpose of devising 
some concerted action towards obtaining 
possession of the land-and property they 
claim. ) 

By unanimous consent, Mr. M. C. Springer 
of Lincoln, Kansas, was elected president pro 
tem. and Mr. J, T. Holleroft, of Portal, LIl., 
secretary. 

The assembly then elected a Committee on 
Crecentials and adjourned till2 p. m., when 
the committee is to report. 

The following gentlemen were chosen to 
serve on the aforesaid committee: Mr. M.C. 
Springer, of Lincoln, Kansas; Mr. E. P. 
Springer, of Providence, R. I., and Mr. 
win Springer, of Uniontown, Pa. 

The gentlemen and ladies present were the 
supposed heirs ortheir representatives of 
Baron Charlies Christopher Springer. 

For the purpose of elucidating the nature of 
the claim it will be necessary to give a brief 
sketch of the Baron himself. Aboutthe year 
1699 Baron Charles Christopher Springer liv- 
edin Stockholm, Sweden. He was one of 
the royal blood and one of the leading noble- 


men of his country; his wealth was equal to 
| his title and his friends and followers were 
| thousands. His fortunes were doubled when 
he married a lady almost as rch as himself. 
He was sO wealthy that his 
riches were almost incalculable. 
He was restiess and craved for more riches. 
News reached him of the New World and of 
the fine opportunities it offered financially. 
He decided to venture his fortune fn America 
and did so by forming a colony of his coun- 
irymen, and with an expedition of six ships 
reached Philadelpbia. He next procured 
some SOO acres of land and established his 
colony. The city of Wilmington, Del- 
aware .now ifs jtocated on the 800 acres. 
Subsequently be leased his acres for nine- 
ty-nine years, and shortly after died. Of an 
issue of three sons, two survived him. but 
they could not be found when the lease ex- 
pired. The present Springer cathering are 
the descendanis of the two surviving soos— 
Charles and Christopher.

A Railroad Case.
